From ourgayin- 
tclti,''ence system within the NAMII 
it has also been discovered that the 
Los Angeles Gay Liberation Front 
was recently listed in a confiden- 
tial irtcr-office memo as a 'high 
risk* group.

Docs it mean wre ask too 
many questions about your magic 
and can't be coerced into obedience 
by threat of exposure or incarcer- 
ation in mental institutions?
